BOARD H.M.S. VINDICTIVE IN DOVER HARBOR, April 25.—A 1 of the 
Associated Press visited the cruiser Vindic tive today as the guest of Capt. Alfred F. B. Car- 
penter, who commanded her in the expedition Tuesday against the <cotmen submarine base at 


the raid. said to the Associated Press: 


“Our chief purpose in the expedi- 


tion was to distract the attention of 
the battery while the block ships 


ran in, 


especially the battery of 


eleven-inch guns which occupied a 
commanding position at the tip of 


the mole. 


Our ship was elaborately 


prepared for the business of landing 


soldiers 


on the mole which is of 


stone, forty feet high and fifteen feet 
above the Vindictive’s top deck at 
the state of the tide when the at- 
tack took place. 


FOLLOWED PLAN. 


We had a special superstructure 


over the upper deck and three long 
gangways of ‘brows’ which were de- 
signed to take the men up to the 
level of the mole as soon as we got 


alongside.

plan, we ran alongside the mole, 
approaching it on the port side, 
where we were equipped with spe- 
cially bullt buffers of wood two feet

“As there was nothing for us to

BRIDGE GOOD TARGET. 


“The Vindictive’'s bow was pointed 


toward the shore so the bridge got 
the full effect of enemy fire from 
the shore batteries. One shell ex- 
ploded against the pilot house, kill- 
ing nearly all of its ten occupants. 
Another burst in the fighting top, 


killing a lleutenant and eight men 
who were doing excellent work with 
two pompoms and four machine 
guns. 

“The battery of eleven-inch guns 
at the end of the mole was only 300 
yards away and it kept trying to 
reach us. The shore batteries also 
were diligent. Only a few German 
shells hit our hull because it was 
well protected by the wall of the 
mole, but the upoer structure, masts, 
stacks and ventilators showed above 
the wall and were riddled. A con- 
siderable proportion of our casual- 
tles were caused by splinters from 
these upper works. 

“Meanwhile, the Daffodil contin- 
ued to push us against the wall as 
if no battle was on, and if the Daf- 
fodil had failed to do this none of 
the members of the landing party 
would have been able to return to 
the ship. 

BLOCK SHIPS ENTER. 

“Twenty-five minutes after the 
Vindictive had reached the wall the 
first block ship passed in and 
headed for the canal. Two others 
followed in leisurely fashion while 
we kept up the fight on the mole. 
One of the block ships stranded out- 
side of the canal, but the two others 
got 200 or 300 yards inside where 
they were successfully sunk across 
the entrance. 

“One difficulty we had in prepar- 
ing thie expedition was that we 
could not have open practice of 
what we contemplated doing for fear 
the enemy might get information of 
the plan. 

“All the men were tuned up to a 
high pitch and it was with very anx- 
lous hearts that we waited for a 
suitable time to strike, knowing 
that every day we waited there was 
a greater chance of our secret 
leaking out. 

GERMANS BLOWN UP. 
‘“Fifteen minutes after the Vin- 
dictive arrived alongside the mole, 
our submarine exploded under the 
viaduct connecting the mole with 


the mainiand. Germans had 


sent a considerable force to this via- 
duct as soon as the submarine ar- 
rived and these men were gathered on 
the viaduct attacking our submarine 
with machine guns. When the ex- 
plosion occurred the viaduct and 
Germans were blown up together. 
The crew of the submarine, consist- 
ing of six men, escaped on board a 
dingy to a motor launch. 


“Early in the fighting a German 
shell knocked out our howitzer. 
which had been getting in some good 
shots on a big Germ seaplane sta- 
tion on the mole half a mile away. 
This is the largest seaplane etation 
in Belgium. Unfortunately, our 
oth guns could not be brought to 
bear effectively upon it. 


“The shell which ‘disabled the 
howitzer killed all the members of 
the gun crew. Many men also were 
killed by a German shell which hit! 
the m close to our ship and scat- 
tered ents of steel and stone 
among the marines assembling on 
the deck around the gangway. 


“The German fire was very hot all 
the time we lay alongside the mole. 
At times the German guns reached 
as high as forty shots a minute. 
During the hottest part of the fight- 
ing I left my station in the flame 
house and went ail around the ship 
to see how things were going. The 
spirit of the men was excellent. All 
they asked was, ‘Are we winning?’

LONDON, April 26. — British 
marines who landed on the mole at 
Zeebrugge, according to a narrative 
printed in the Daily Mail, say that 
when the cruiser Vindictive got 
alongside the mole it was found 
that of the fomrteen gangways 
aboard all had been shot to pieces 
except two, which were damaged 
and shaky. Nevertheless, the men, 
headed by Capt. Edward Bamford 
and Lieut! G. C. Cooke, dashed over 
and landed on the first ledge of the 
mole, but lost severely from the ter- 
rible shell fire. From the ledge 
there was a wall to be climbed and 
a drop of twenty feet, which was; 
negotiated by ropes and rope lad- 
ders. 

“They tried to take our ladders,” 
‘said a marine, “but we let them 
come within ten yards and then 
blew them away with grenades. We 
chased the Germans through sliding 
doers and underground passages. 
Some of them ran but others got in 
corners and sniped at us with rifles 
and machine guns. Evidently they 
were prepared for a possible attack 
as the whole place was stuffed with 
machine guns.” 

HIDE IN SMOKE. 

How the Vindictive went in is thus 
descri an officer of marines: 

“All the ships used the smoke 
cloud device, the smallest emitting 
as much as the largest, until there 
was an impenetrable smoke wall 
all the way from Zeebrugge to Os- 
tend. This deceived the defenders 
for a while, but when they found us 
out and sent up star shells, we 
steamed through and got hell. 

“All the men were on deck and 
we were shelled unceasingly for 
twenty minutes. The Vindictive 
had three howitzers aboard and be- 
fore we left the crew of the fore- 
most gun had been wiped out three 
times by the guns ashore, but our 
gunners did remarkably well and 
pumped lyddite into the German 
gunners on the beach 

“Several German destroyers were 
alongside the mole and three of them 
kept firing at the Vindictive at close 

range. We charged one and threw 
in fifty bombs, A loud explosion 
followed and we saw that she was 
afire and sinking. We could not 
reach the others and we do not 
know what became of them. 

“After sinking the destroyer we 
forced our way ashore at the point 
of the bayonet and charged a gun 
crew which had been giving much 
trouble, killing many and dispersing 
the rest and capturing the gun. When. 
we got back the Vindictive present- 
ed a sad sight. The upper decks | 
were slippery with blood. The cries 
and moans were heart rending. All 
around lay dead, dying and wound- 


DESTROY MOLE. 

An officer of one of the motor- 
boats has given the Daily Mail a 
story of the blowing up of the mole 

“The submarine which did it,” 
says this officer, “went at it from the 
outer side. The German star shells 
helped greatly in showing the way. 
We could see about 200 Germans 
on the bridge leading from the 
mole to the shore. They apparent- 
ly thought the submarine had lost 
her way and were rejoicing in the 
belief that they were going to trap 
her. But the submarine pushed 
under the bridge and when her car- 
go of explosives was touched off, it 
blew the bridge and all standing on 


“For a little time afterward frag- 
ments of Germans and wreckage of 
the bridge were falling all around 
us. By the blowing up of the 
bridge, the mole was isolated and 
it was on this island that the Vin- 
dictive’s men were landed and the 
fighting occurred.” 

Stoker Bendall of the submarine 
which blew up the Zeebrugge mole 
is quoted as saying that the explo- 
sion of the submarine caused much 
concrete to fall from the mole. 

“It was silent and nervy busi- 
ness,” he said. “We were going full 
tilt when we hit the viaduct. It was 
a good jolt a we ran right into 
the middie of the viaduct and 
stuck there as we intended to do. I 
don’t think anybody said anything 
except, well, we are here all right.’ 

“We lowered a skiff and stood by 
while the commander touched off 
the fuse and then tumbled into the 
skiff and pushed off. By bad luck 
the propeller fouled the exhaust 
pipe and left us with only two oars 
and two minutes to get away. The

BIG LINER ROLLS OVER © 
AND SINKS TIED TO PIER. 


A —The American Line steam- 

| ship St. Paul, famous passen- 
ger liner, overturned and sank at 
her pier here today while being 
warped into a pier preparatory *to 
loading for a trip to Europe. Three 
men probably lost their lives in the 
accident. 

At the time the St. Pau! was not 
under steam, but was being brought 
by tugs from a dry dock, where 
for the last. week she had been un- 
dergoing repairs. On her at the 
time were several hundred men—a 
majority of them employees of the 
dry dock——-who had been sent with 
the vessel to complete their work 
while she was being loaded. The 
steamer now is lying on her port 
side with about ten feet of her hull 
amidships above the water and is 
1 submerged, both fore and 
aft. 

A statement issued by the com- 
pany shortly after the accident oc- 
curred, said three men known to 
have been on board are missing and 
that it was feared they had been 
lost. Whether it was believed these 
men were trapped below decks as 
the ship went over, or were drowned 
by jumping overboard, could not be 
ascertained. 


ALARM SOUNDED. 


A general alarm was sounded 
through the ship when it was seen 
that she was in danger and, as fully 
ten minutes elapsed before she 
turned over, it is thought most, if 
not all, the men reached the deck. 
A large number of men escaped by 
simply climbing over the rail and 
onto the exposed side of the vessel 
as it came uppermost, while others 
leaped into the water and were 
picked up by the. tugs. Several pos- 
sible causes for the accident were 
advanced, but owing to the uncer- 
tainty surrounding it no definite 
statement was given out, and will 
not be, officials of the line said, un- 
til officers of the navy and Federal 
officials and representatives of the 
company can complete an investi- 
gation. 

One of the causes advanced, 
which was supported by experienced 
men, was that the ship, which was

Another explanation offered was 
that the ship's seatocks might have 
been open, either by accident or de- 
sign. 
SALVAGE BEGUN. 

Steps to salvage the vessel were 
promptly begun. Immediately after 
the accident, a heavy guard of sol- 
diers, police and marine forces were 
thrown around the pier, and govern- 
ment tugs took up positions outside 
the stip. 

As the vessel went over on her side 
her masts and funnels struck the 
adjoining pier, a steel structure, 
and were broken off. Flying pieces 
of wood hit a number of men, and 
possibly a dozen of them were in- 
jured, some so badly that it was 
necessary to take them to hospitals. 
It is undertood also that several 
men were injured by being crushed 
between the overturned hull and 
barges made fast to the pier on the 
opposite side of the slip. 

Before leaving the dry dock, the 
navy gun crew, which accompanies 
the vessel on her trips through the 
war zone, went aboard the St. Paul. 
All these men escaped, navy officials 
said. The St. Paul had no cargo, 
and aside from the damage to the 
machinery and to her interior fur- 
nishings, the loss will be confined to 
the cost of salvage operations. 

COST $2,660,000. 


The St. Paul is owned dy the In- 
ternational Mercantile Marine Com- 
pany. She cost $2,650,000, and was

The ship is 554 feet long with a 
63-foot beam. 

During the Spanish-American War 
the St. Paul. under the command of 
then Capt. Charles D. Sigsbee, U.S. N., 
distinguished herself with the St. 


‘Louis, a sister ship, in several en- 


gagements. After that war her gun 
mountings were not removed and 
were used for new armament when 
the United States entered the pres- 
ent conflict. 

In 1908 the St. Paul, while on a 
homeward trip from England, 
rammed, in a fog, the British cruis- 
er Gladiator, sinking the latter ship, 
but suffering only slight damage 
herself. 


MUNITIONS PLANTS MAKE 
GOOD ALL ARMY'S LOSSES. 


ONDON, April 25.—Windston 
E Spencer Churchill, introducing 

in the House of Commons to- 
day the estimates for the Ministry 
of Munitions, of which he is the 
head, said That during the five weeks 
since the battle in France had op- 
ened, they had been passing through 
the greatest strain regarding sup- 
ply of war materials that had oc-, 
curred in the experience of the min- 
istry. 

Not only had the consumption 
and d ction of munitions of all 
kinds been proceeding at the great- 
est rate, but there also were very 


heavy losses by capture by the 
enemy. 
“We lost,” the Minister said, 


“nearly 1000 guns by shell fire or 
capture; between 4000 and 5000 ma- 
chine guns have been lost or de- 
stroyed and the quantity of ammu- 
nition, apart from that which has 
been fired and that which has been 
lost in the dumps, amounted to 
something between one and three 
weeks’ total of manufacture. 


LOSSES MABE GOOD. 


Other war materials have been 
used or lost in a great variety of 
classes and on a similar scale, but 
by the end of last week all the loss- 
es had been made good and in many 
cases more than made good. 

“Vast quantities of small arms 
ammunition have been lost or left 
behind, but, great as the demand 
has been, the expenditure in the last 
month, did not exceed the maximum 
potential capacity of the British 
factories, without touching ener- 
moug reserves, which had accumu- 
lated against such a contingenc’?. 

“Our preparations had contem- 
Plated a period of supreme battle 
intensity from the third week of 
February, instead of from the third 
week of March, so we are at present 
from one to three weeks to the

had hoped to build his plans. 


PRAISES WORKERS. 


He paid tribute to the workers, 
saying that more than three-quar- 
ters of a million women were em- 
ployed in the munitions factories. 
More than nine-tenths of the whole 
manufacture of shells was due to the 
labors of women who before the war 
had never seen a lathe. 

Referring to the German War 
Minister's claim to the capture of 
more than twice the number of guns 
that he had announced, Mr. Church- 
ill said that the German claim was 
a grotesque exaggeration and untrue. 
But if it had been true, he believed 
that he would still have been able to 
say that the losses in guns had been 
made good. 


Not only had the machine guns 
been replaced, but the munitions 
machinery had placed at the dis- 
posal of the air and ground services 
more than twice the number of guns 
lest or destroyed in battle in France. 

The supply of airplanes had been 
for some time in advance of the de- 
velopment of squadrons and 
trained pilots. 

The output of tanks had been so 
accelerated that the machinery was 
in a position to replace every tank 
lost by one of new and better pat- 
tern as fast as the army could take 
the delivery.

NEEDS HIS AID. 


Believed House Speaker will 
Succeed Senator Stone. 


And be Wearing His New Toga 
Saturday or Monday. 


Mann Says O. K., Missouri 
Says Don’t, Wife Says—? 


[BY DIRECT WIRB—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, April 25.—In order to jam 
the Overman bill through the Sen- 
ate, Champ Clark, speaker “of the 
House, has been drafted. Tomorrow 
morning it is expected that he will 
accept, relinquish the Speakership 
and take his seat as the late Senator 
Stone’s successor, Saturday or Mon- 
day. 
There will be no session tomorrow 
of the Senate, so far as business is 
concerned, on account of Liberty 
Day, and no vote will be reached on 
the Overman bill till Saturday, and 
perhaps not until Monday. Accord- 
ing to present plans the present 
Speaker of the House is to be in his 
Senatorial seat in time to answer 
aye when his name is called. 
In counting noses today the Dem- 
ocratic leaders found the division too 


close for comfort, and Senators 
Reed, Underwood and Hardwick la- 
bored most of the day to get the 
Speaker to accept the appointment 
for the remainder of the late Sen- 
ator Stone’s term. 

They pointed out to him that there 
is a good prospect of the Repub-’ 
licans carrying fhe House this fall, 
and naming their own speaker in 
the next Congress. They also told 
him that he was the only man that 
could heal the factional sores in Mis- 
souri, and that it was his duty to 
take the place tendered by the Gov- 
ernor of his State. ' 

GO AHEAD, SAYS MANN. 


Republican Leader James R. 
Mann told the speaker to go ahead 
and take the place in the Senate. 
None of the Republicans wants to 
deprive the Democrats of any re- 
sponsibility toh the legislation now 
on their shoulders and will not 
name a candidate to oppose Demo- 
cratic Leader Kitchin, who will be 
Speaker Clark's successor. Congress- 
man Rainey of TPinois will naturally 
succeed Kitchin as floor leader for 
the majority. 

Speaker Clark was tempted by 
Senatorial coaxers all day, and once 
he was almost ready to make a state- 
ment. Two things stopped him. 

First, he wanted to wait for the 
return of Mrs. Clark from ‘New 
York. She has had much to do with 
his political fortunes, and he re- 
fused to give his final consent until 
she was on the ground and knew the 
situation. 

DoNTS FROM MISSOURI. 

The other factor was some less 
rosy information from Missouri. 
Most of the Speaker's friends out 
there advised him against taking the 
appointment, as it would mean a 
Kilkenny fight in the fall elections, 
with the probability of his being de- 
feated by a Republican, due to the 
bitter factional feeling in the Dem- 
ocratic party. * 

All the Democratic plans went up 
in the air when the administration 
interfered with the appointment of 
Ambassador Francis to the vacancy 
caused by Senator Stone's death. 
When the State Department insists 
on Gov. Francis being left in the dip- 
lomatic post he now occupies, the 
next most available man is the 
Speaker, and his friends say tonight 
he will accept. 

When Mrs. Clark arrived tonight 
she immediately went over the situ- 
ation with her husband. Instead of 
issuing the statement already pre- 
pared, accepting the place, he an- 
nounced he would give his decision 
in the morning. . 


NAVY ON ITS TOES, 
DECLARES DANIELS.

HYSTERICAL SCOOPS IN YEL- 
LOW PAPERS DECRIED IN 
SPEECH TO PUBLISHERS,

NEW YORK, Aprif 25.—Josephus 
Daniels, Secretary of the Navy, 
while in this city tonight to attend 
the banquet of the American News- 
paper Publishers’ Association, gave 
out the following message to the 
public through the Associated Press: 


“The American Navy is on its toes. 
War was deciared April 6. We had 
destroyers in European waters May 
16, more on the 17th, more on the 
21st and others later on. The co- 
Operation between Admiral Sims 
and the four other American ad- 
mirals and the British is perfect, 
and the results speak for them- 
selves."’ 

Secretary Daniels, when asked if 
he would comment on the British 
naval exploit in raiding Zeebrugge, 
said that he did not feel free to 
make any statement until he had re- 
ceived the official report of the Brit- 
ish Admiralty. 

Asserting that America will wage 
war until autocracy no longer men- 
aces mankind, Secretary Daniels dis- 
cussed the part that newspapers 
must play in this war, declaring that 
“today, as never before, the press 
has responsibility as a quasi-govern- 
mental agency.” 

After declaring that the “press is 
sometimes the echo of passing pub- 
lis opinion, sometimes the creator 
of sound public sentiment, and 
sometimes the voice of the well con- 
sidered and resolute will of the peo- 
ple,” Mr. Daniels assailed “echo edi- 
tors who “mistake hysteria and 
noise for conviction and thought.” 

In contrast to such sensational. 
newspapers, bent upon “scoops,” he 
pointed to the bulk of the American 
press, saying that their interpreta- 
tion of world conditions before the 
United States entered the war, with 
their vivid pictures of German atro- 
eities, had guided public sentiment 
so that it was prepared to back up 
the President and Congress when 
the time arrived for entering the 
war

strong assaulting columns repeatedly

Toward evening some of the en-, 
emy detachments managed to obtain 
a footing in Hangard Wood, lying 
about a mile northward of the vil- 
lage, and also in the eastern out- 
skirts’of the town itself. Their hold, 
however, was precarious, for the 
French obstinately declined to give 
way. 

A little farther to the north the 
Germans attacked the British units 
holding Villers - Bretonneux. This 
apparently was part of the same for- 
ward movement. Here also the 
struggle was of the fiercest kind. 
The French fought side by side with 
the British, and sundown found ,the 
combatants still at close grips. 
There were slight fluctuations of the 
line here as well as at other points, 
but there were no serious retire- 


ments. The French artillery con- 
stantly pou shells almost point- 
blank into the German infantry, 


which, however, appear to have 
adopted extended formation during 
the attack. 

The enemy infantry battalions now 
are coming into the fight with the 
lightest possible equipment. The 
majority of the men do not even 
carry hand grenades. 

Whether these attacks will de- 
velop into a resumption of the gen- 
eral offensive cannot yet be definitely 
forecast, but it seems probable that 
the Germans are pursuing their 
usual practice of pushing at various 
points in the line until they find one 
which seems weaker than the others. 
Then they throw themselves forward 
with all their availabe strength at 
that point with the hope of breaking 
through. |

FAMOUS OIL LANDS 
SUIT GIVEN JUDGE. 


BLEDSOE TO DECIDE FIGHT OF

SAN FRANCISCO, April 25.—Aft- 
er six years of almost constant court

ADOPTS SENATE AMENDMENT 

TO IAST YOUTHS AT AGE 
OF TWENTY-ONE. 


A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, April, 25. — 
House late today adopted the Sen- 
ate resolution for the registration for 
military service of young men who 
have reached the age of 21 years 
since June 5 last. The measure now 
goes to conference. 

An amendment offered by Rep- 
resentative Hull of Iowa and adopt- 
ed, 119 to 81, provides that men reg- 
istered under the bill shall be placed 
at the bottom of the classes to which 
they may be assigned. 

The House sustained the Military 
Committee in striking out a provi- 
sion of the bill as it passed the Sen- 
ate, which would exempt from regis- 
tration those eligibles who have en- 
tered medical or divinity schools 
since June 5, last. 

Representative Kahn of Califor- 
nia, ranking Republican on the Mili- 
tary Committee, told the House the 
pro new registration would 
place from 600,000 to 700,000 new 
registrants available for military 
service. In that connection he re- 
called that Germany recently called 
into service its class of 1919, con- 
sisting of approximately 550,600 
men.

How the British, approaching Gal 
lipoli, were torpedoed and forced to 
swim through a sea on which rained 
shrapnel; how they were forced to 
disentangle themselves from the 
barbed wire placed in the water to 
prevent their landing on the shore:

“Few here know of the impor- 
tance in taking Gallipoli, a capture 
which was only made after one di- 
vision of 1000 men lost all but forty- 
three. It has-been the same in Bel- 
gium. I visited that country ‘in 
1904. It was a serenely peaceful 
spot and mothers were content to 
live for their husbands and fam 
Hes. In 1915 in that same little 
country it seemed as if we were 
traversing a territory that had been 
visited by an earthquake of an hour's 
duration. And then there were those 
poor maimed kiddies who could not 
appeal to you because the Germans 
had left them no tongue. 

“And then there were the flies, the 
stench and the lice that infested the 
men on those hot summer days, and 
the three days and nights that my 
comrades and I remained in the 
shell hole with seven biscuits and a 
few bars of chocolate for food. 
When I finally crawled out my arm 
was maimed by a Teuton shot and 
I was at length gassed. And. as 
I crawled into a trench of Scotch 
and Canadians, the big Scotchman 
who came to rescue me was hit by 
a dum-dum and his arm was blown 
away. Then came the Red Cross, 
the soldier's angels of mercy whom 
we all love.”

TWENTY-FIVE THOUSAND DOL-

Ella Henrietta Bordeaux to kidnap 
her husband in an effort to break 


the attachment. was made defendant 
by Mrs. Bordeaux yesterday in a 
$25,000 lost-love suit. Mrs. Coolidge 
is divorced from Dr. 8. O. Coolidge, 
and the latter was joined as a de- 
fendant in Mrs. Bordeaux's suit for 
alienation of affections. 

It is alleged that Mrs. Coolidge 
first met Mr. Bordeaux in August, 
1916. The complaint charges that 
she met Mr. Bordeaux clandestinely. 
wrote him love letters, sent him 
presents and made love to him. It 
is charged that she called herself 
his wife and enticed him from his 
home. Mr. Bordeaux is said to have 
been induced by Mrs. Coolidge to 
show her his wife's letters. 

She is also alleged to have in- 
duced him to live at her home, pre- 
tending that he was employed to do 
interior decorating. After the kid- 
napping episode, Mrs. Coolidge is 
charged with having persuaded him 
to have his wife arrested. 

Another allegation is that Mrs. 
Bordeaux was referred to sneeringly 
and slightingly and that Mr. Bor- 
deaux was advised to rid himself of 
his wife. 

These acts, as alleged, wrecked 
Mrs. Bordeaux's home. In November, 
1916, Mr. Bordeaux left home with 
the declaration that he did not intend 
to live with his wife. :

WILL FLY FOR FRANCE? 


~ ETERMINED to get into the 

D fightisig “over there,” Edward 

Olivier, 33 years of age, No. 
1561 West Twentieth street, applied 
yesterday to Passport Clerk R. 8. 
Zimmerman, at the Federal Bulld- 
ing, for a passport to France at his 
own expense. 

Olivier was rejected by the Amer- 
ican aviation service because of in- 
sufficient educational qualifications. 
Following his failure to get “over 
| there,” he wrote the French Em- 
bassy at Washington, asking if that 
nation could use him in the great 
war, saying that he was willing to 
go abroad on his own responsibility 
and at his own expense, but that he 
was eager to get into the great ad- 
venture. 

Subsequently he received a letter 
from the French Embassy that he 
would bel accepted by the French 
| governm t as a member of the 
Foreign Legion, with the privilege

Many a man has proudly spoken of his 

star—especially when it was in the ascend- 
ant. Therefore it is quite reasonable to 
associate the stars with personality, with 
individual effort. Even the stars of the 
stage understand that. 
Back in Bible days the relation between 
the firmament and the battlefield was un- 
derstood. In Deborah's stately and majestic 
song it is recorded that “The stars in their 
courses fought against Sisera Service 
stars, those! . 

The service flag, as we see it today, 
sprang into being with a wonderful prompt- 
ness. It must have been inspired by a need 
and yet it. is not recalled that any people 
ever had a like idea before. Doubtless the 
great righteousness of the war was the ma- 
jor reason for its being. It did not origi- 
nate by act of Congress or sanction of the 
army. It seemed to rise spontaneously from 
the people. A New York pastor who took 
pains to investigate says that the first use 
of the present service flag was made by 
one Capt. Robert L. Quiesser of the Fifth 
Ohio Machine Gun Company. He had two 
sons who were officers in the National 
Guard and when they offered themselves for 


the starred ensign in his home as a visible 
reminder to the wife and mother of the pa- 
triotic sacrifice she had made. 

The Gotham preacher saw in the fact a 
fulfillment of prophecy. He said that the 
prophet Daniel bung out his service flag 
more than 2500 years ago. It is in connec- 
tion with the chapter dealing with “The 
Last Things,” when the Archangel Michael 
shall arise and when “there shall be a time 
of trouble such as never was since there 
was a nation; and at that time thy people 
shall be delivered.” 

According to the ministerial standpoint 
we are now entering the era of last things 
and our soldiers are the embattled stars 
of Daniel's vision. They have a part in 
the greatest chapter of history, and their 
service flag was outlined by a prophet who

The pastor might have found other sa- 
ered warrant for the stars and the service 
flag. In the book of Numbers, in the prophe- 
cy of Balaam, it is recorded: “There shall 
come a star out of the house of Jacob and

TIRPITZ’S FAILURES. 


Hunting the Hun submarine in its lair 
has become the favorite pastime of the 


valiant scouts of the Allied navies. This 
vaunted undersea craft was, accerding to 
the bombastic Admiral Von Tirpitz, to rid 


the sea of every vessel not flying the Ger- 


man flag and to starve Britain into submis- 
sion within a period. of three months. 
Granting that fis use in sinking mefchant 
vessels without warning meant a return to 
piracy, the Junkers boasted that they would 
subdue England and France first and make 
suitable reparation -to neutral shipping 
afterwards. That was fifteen months ago, 
when the rapine of the submarine was 
still unchecked. German self-sufficiency 
has sinee received a rude jolt. The Anglo- 
Saxon still rules the wave and the subma- 
rine is now itself a hunted thing. The suc- 
cessful raiding of the German submarine 
base on the Flemish coast serves to teach 
the boasting Hun that not even mined and 
landlocked harbors are impossible of ac- 
cess to the intrepid tars of the Allied fleets. 
The exploit was one of the rudest shocks 
to German kultur it has yet experienced. 

Von Tirpitz and the Kaiser have learned 
that there are forces in heaven and earth 
never dreamed of by the founders of their 
petty materialist philosophy; that the ris- 
ing tide of modern progress is not to be 
diverted into a German ditch. Von Tirpitz 
and his submarine campaign have been de- 
nounced openly by angry Deputies on the 
sacred floor of the Reichstag; the faflure 
of the campaign has been tacitly confessed. 
Von Tirpitz has heen demoted and now is 
limited to directing the movements of a 
fleet that lies stationary in German har 
bors; a puppet admiral comnianding «a 
squadron of toy ships—a modern Prome- 
theus chained to a German rock while the 
vulture of disappointed ambition gnaws at 
his vitals. . 

Destroying the outer mole at Zeebrugge 
and bottling up the submarines by block- 
ing the channel to the inner harbor is an 
achievement of far-reaching possibilities. It 
means a great deal more than closing a 
single enemy port. To appreciate its true 
significance one has but to reflect on the 
strained relations between Germany and 
Holland. Germany, with characteristic bru- 
tality, has sought to assert the doctrine of 
the right of the strongest by demanding 
that Holland shall abrogate its neutrality 


. treaties with the Allies to the extent of per- 


mitting shipments of German troops and 
supplies across Dutch territory. Holland 
has remained true to its best traditions by 
refusing to cringe before armed despotism. 
While squadrons of Uhlans are already en- 
circling the eastern frontiers, the sturdy 
burghers have recalled their Ambassador 
from Berlin and are prepared to open the 
national dykes, if necessary, and let in the 
sea to protect themselves from the en- 
croachments of the invader and drown him 
out. The North Sea is at once the men- 
ace and the safeguard of The Netherlands. 

If Holland should make common cause 
with the Allies against the Hun the Ger- 
man naval bases at Cuxhaven and Wil- 


‘-helmshaven would be immediately threat- 


ened from the rear. Gen. Bernhardi, the 
great German military strategist, warned 
against this contingency when he wrote in 
his “Germany and the Next War:“ “If an 
Anglo-French army invaded Northern Ger- 
many through Holland and threatened our 
coast defenses in the rear it would soon 
paralyze our defenses by sea.” In another 
chapter he pictured the Holland frontier 
as the tendon of Achilles of the German 
Empire. With the harbor of Zeebrugge bot- 


tled up the landing of Allied troops ande 


plified. The successful sea raid on Zee 
brugge may mark the first stage of an 
Allied offensive organized on Dutch soil. 

Swollen with pride over the initial suc- 
cesses of the spring drive in France and 
Belgium, the Junkers believed they were in 
position to domineer over little Holland. 
But its sturdy refusal to accede to a viola- 
tion of its neutrality and the remobilizing 
of the Dutch army are gratifying proofs 
that the spirit of freedom has not been ex- 
ned from Holland soil. As the war-mad 
Junkers tighten their hold on the German 
people they are violating the very princt 
pled of attack and defense laid down by 
their own forebears, Bismarck and Von 
Moltke. 


America’s most valuable contribution to 
the cause of the Allies has been its navy. 
Admiral Sims was placed in charge of po- 
licing the convoys through the submarine 
zone. American science came to his aid 
with the invention of a non-ricocheting shell 
which “bites” the surface of the water 
where it strikes and explodes at a given 
depth beneath, Since the use of this shell 
submarines can no longer seek safety by 
diving beneath the surface. This device is 
one of the many inventions which have 
served to lessen the submarine menace 
more than one-half. Twelve months ago the 
toll of the submarines ran as high as 600,- 
000 tons a month; the monthly average for 
the last quarter was less than 225,000 tons; 
it is still decreasing. Yankee ingenuity and 
Yankee pluck have played a prominent part 
in ridding the sea of the piratical subma- 
rines. With their passage the last hope for 
ultimate. triumph of the Huns vanishes. 
German military authorities have them- 
selves admitted that Germany's chance for 
success rested on her ability to starve or 
crush the Allies before American armies 


and American supplies should come to the 


rescue. By solving the submarine problem 
America has been able to send an army of 
more than 300,000 men to the western front 
months before Germany expected it. Yes- 
terday’s cables reveal that these men are 
now holding a ten-mile sector right in the 
center of the great Amiens battle line and 
that they are giving a good account of them- 
selves. 

Bottling up Zeebrugge recalis vividly to 
the American mind that exploit of the 
Spanish-American war when Hobson sank 
the Merrimac in the channel at Santiago. 
It exemplifies the maxim of the*great An- 
glo-Saxon commodores of other days: Re- 
gard nothing as impossible until it has been 
tried.”

| SOCIABLE WARRIORS.

lan Hay Beith has an engaging 
article in the London Times on 
“America at War,” in which he tells 
of the numerous international 4if- 
ferences in methods and character, 
combined with a pean of praise for 
the American soldier boy. 

And one thing that seems to have 
impressed him most markedly. is the 
amount of civilian intrusion permit- 
ted at the big training camps. . 

“Over here in England,” he writes, 
“we are accustomed to pursue our 
martial vocations in cloistered seclu- 
sion. . . . Civilian visitors are 
not encouraged. In fact, a civilian 
in a British camp bears a strong re- 
semblance to a stray cat at a dog 
show. But today, in an 
American training camp the general 
must be prepared at any moment to 
put aside his work in order to en- 
tertain a couple of Congressmen, a 
member of a State Legislature or 
some prominent citizens from an ad- 
jacent town who have dropped in to 
pass the time of day or inquire after 
the welfare of some pet protege in 
the rank and file. The local newspa- 
pers detail a, reporter to ‘cover’ all 
camp activities, progress of training 
is recorded and camp jokes and gos- 
sip are faithfully retailed. Even the 
mysteries of the orderly room are 
dished up for the layman’s delecta- 
tion. Oh, shades of Whitehall!” 

But there is one item in that story 
which appertains to local criticisms 
lavished upon British visiting offi- 
cers. Says Beith: “It is most satis- 
factory to note that the large num- 
French officers 

noncomm ed officers who 
have been sent over as instructors 
in artillery, machine-gun, hand-gre- 
nade and bayonet york have made 
un excellent impression, both pro- 
fessionally and socially.” | 

Now Beith obviously considers 
that “social” success an asset. Yet 
we of this city have heard mahy a 
haughty critique—usually from Brit- 
ish residents, to be sure-—to the et- 
fect that certain officially-represent- 
ative British officers have given al- 
together too much time to the social 
side, and three in particular who 
found much favor in American social 
circles have been caustically accused 
of “currying to American society,” 
for all the worid- as though that were 
a heinous crime. I actually heard 
half a dozen stern Britishers solemn- 
ly consider reporting this state of 
affairs to Gen. White in New York— 
how dare visiting British Officers 
have such a bully time when it was 
apparently their duty to preserve @ 
haughty seclusion and reserve? 

This sort of talk has been ram- 
pant here during the last six months. 
One painstaking British resident, 
who certainly could never himself be 
accused of undue social popularity 
with the American®#,-has kept a book 
of society-page cuttings of every 
event at which the British officers 
have figured as honor guests. He 
gives us to understand that he has 
done this from a stern sense of duty, 
with a view to keeping the British 
government informed. 

It evidently has never occurred 
to these dutiful critics that the so- 
cial side is quite an im t part 
m the campaign for better relations 
between the Allies. At every social 
affair at which these officers proved 
popular it is more than probable that 
some nasty prejudice based upon 
century-old quarrels received its 
final death-blow. Exactly the same 
thing is going on over in France and 
England now. Every charming 
American that meets the English 
and French on an intimate social 
footing cements another sound cable 
in place for the completion of that 
strong bridge of friendship across 
the Atlantic which is more solidly 
valuable than transport ships or 
guns. 

Chilly hauteur, never mind its 
lofty-principled rectitude and hon- 
esty, does not make for unqualified 
loyalty and support. A lovable sin- 
ner is more.comfortable than an ir 
reproachably - virtuous misanthrope. 
And when, as in America, you find 
the God-given combination of recti 
tude and lovableness you have the 
veritable princes of the world. 

Not all the official speakers on 
both sides of the Atlantic can do as 
much for Allied unity as these inter- 
national officers of either country 
who are happy social mixers. You 
cannot tell people to love each oth- 
er— kissing ever goes by favor—but 
they can be won by pleasant asso- 
ciation. 

And, as Ian Hay Beith recognizes, 
it is that very sociability which 
makes it no undue hardship for 
American generals in training camps 
to vouchsafe a medsure of their time 
to entertaining visitors, which has 
indeed made the stupendous Amer- 
fcan draft possible, without half the 
friction occasioned in England, 
which makes for the unbreakable 

of this nation and®*of interna- 
tions. Those visiting officers there- 
fore, who obtain in every city in the 
United States, are fulfilling a great 
mission if they do little else but be- 
come socially popular. But as Beith 
says: “The British instructors, with 
their peculiar blend of efficiency, hu- 
mor and full-blooded sarcasm, have 
scored a valuable succes de fou and 
have ‘tickled thefr pupils to death.“

Hemet and San Jacinto will 
be Given Aid. 


Chanber of 
Relief Body. 


Salvaging of ‘Buildings 1 
Already Begun. 


At yesterday’s meeting of the 
board of directors of the Chamber 
of Commerce, before whom appeared 
representatives of Hemet and San 
Jacinto, towns damaged in last 
Sunday's earthquake, the Chamber 
indorsed heartily their appeal for 
aid and urged all citizens, able to 
help, to contribute toward a relief 
fund at once. 

The Chamber of Commerce will 
receive contributions and checks 
may be made payable to the Cham- 
ber of Commerce relief fund. 

It developed from the statements 
made that the losses at San Jacinto 
will approximate $150,000. The loss 
at Hemet, is officially set at $75,000. 
There is immediate need of adequate 
housing for 500 persons who will be 
needed in the fruit season. 

President Mueller of the chamber 
named the following committee to 
represent the commercial organiza-

man, secretary, a H. J. Stuart of 
the Pasadena Cl g House. 


Contributions from all sources 
now total $10,000. San cisco 
has given $5000. 

Good progress was made yesterday 
on the wrecking and salvaging of 
buildings at San Jacinto and Hemet. 
Six store buildings at San Jacinto 
have been condemned as dangerous 
and ordered torn down. 

A Red Cross committee of three 
and a Salvage Committee of five, of 
which Mayor Chambers is chair- 
man, are organizing relief work. A 
Preliminary survey of individual 
losses is being made to aid in the 
distribution of funds. 

Two more earthquake shocks oc 
curred at San Jacinto, on April 24, 
one at 8 p.m., the other at midnight. 
No damage was done, but many per- 
sons ran out of buildings and houses. 

In the Baptiste Canyon, seven 
miles east of San Jacinto, there is a 
constant earth movement, and ap- 
parently an escape of air or gas 
through crevices, according to 
Claude Webber, president of the 
Southwestern Gas Company. 


MAY RENEW OLD ROW. 


City Auditor Myers yesterday 
sent word to the Council that he had 
refused, and is still refusing, to 
pay salary checks for four months’ 
work done by F. T. McClellan, in- 
spector of public works. Upon rec- 
ommendation of the Board of Pub- 
lic Works, the Council authorized 
the payment of $244.44 to McClellan, 
but the Auditor, acting upon advice

SUGAR CROP LARGER. 


Hawaiian Islands Increases Its Pro- 
duction, Says Estate Of- 


E. T. Winart, member of the 
board of trustees of the Bishop es- 
tate, one of the largest holding com- 
panies in Honolulu, said last night at 
the Van Nuys Hotel that the sugar 
crop of the Hawaiian Islands will 
be 30 per cent. larger In 1918 than 
any previous year. 

“The scarcity of sugar in ‘oe 
United States last year has made the 
owners of sugar plantations in the 
islands exert themselves to secure a 
banner crop,” Mr. Winart said. “You 
do not hear much of the work which 
has been accomplished in the Ha- 
waalan Islands in regard to the war, 
but we have subscribed our quota 
for all of the Liberty Lans and 
have reached our allotment tor this 
one.
